Canine Cerebrospinal Fluid 


The superficial similarity the cerebro- 
spinal fluid and the aqueous humor protein- 
free filtrates blood plasma suggested that 
their formation was similar that the 
extracellular fluid the body. more careful 
investigation their chemical composition 
recent years indicates, however, that they are 
chemical composition different many 
respects from found simple dialysates 
ultrafiltrates blood and are produced 
specialized cells which must perform work 
its elaboration. The cerebrospinal fluid 
considered secretion since energy ex- 
pended its production.! 


Indications and Contraindications: Examina- 
tion cerebrospinal fluid indicated when- 
ever there clinical evidence central ner- 
vous system pathology, selected cases 
injury, and occasionally for prognostication 
the disease state and its response therapy. 
Removal spinal also frequently per- 
formed for relief abnormally high pressures 
and for the drainage blood exudates. 
addition, two further indications for CSF re- 
moval would be: for the visualization the 
central nervous system X-ray procedures 
following the injection air lipiodol and 
finally treatment, the injection drugs, 
anesthetics serums. 

Although lumbar and cisterna puncture are 
relatively safe and simple procedures, they 
should not performed unless there are defi- 
nite indications, with the advantages appearing 
outweigh their disadvantages.

The major contraindica- 
tions are subtentorial tumors? with greatly 
increased intracranial pressure, adhesions 
the base the brain cisterna puncture, old 
cachectic states, animals with circulatory 
deficiency spinal deformity.
